A PROCLAMATION. 

H.  A.  Maclean,  ITTTHEREAS  it  is  un- 
Deputy  Altorney-Gentral.^  ''  necessary  to  con- 
tinue the  polling  place  at  the  City  Hall,  New  West- 
minster, in  the  New  Westminster  City  Electoral  Dis- 
trict, established  by  Our  Proclamation  dated  the 
fifteenth  day  of  June,  1898,  and 

Whereas  it  is  advisable  to  appoint  in  lieu  thereof  a 
polling  place  at  the  Court  House,  in  the  said  Electoral 
District ; 

Now  know  ye,  that  by  virtue  of  the  authority  con- 
tained in  the  “ Provincial  Elections  Act,”  aud  of  all 
other  powers  and  authorities  in  that  behalf  enabling, 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  declares,  and  it  is 
hereby  declared,  that  the  polling  place  at  the  City 
Hall,  New  Westminster,  shall  be  discontinued,  and 
that  a polling  place  lie  and  is  hereby  appointed  at  the 
Court  House,  in  and  for  the  New  Westminster  City 
Electoral  District. 

In  Testimony  M' hereof  We  have  caused  these 
Our  Letters  to  be  made  Patent,  and  the  Great  Seal 
of  the  said  Province  to  be  hereunto  affixed  : Wit-

and  ninety-nine,  and  in  the  sixty-third  year  of 
^ Our  Reign.
